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ELIGIBILITY FOR RESIDENT BEACH STICKERS

1. A registered voter in the Town of Truro.

2. Listed as a year-round resident on the Town of Truro street listing. If not listed, a copy of a year round lease or a letter from your landlord is required. Vehicles must be reg-

istered in the Town of Truro at that address.
. The spouse or domestic partner of a listed property owner with the same year round address on a Driver’s license, picture ID or Student ID.
. The dependent of a listed property owner with the same year round address on a Driver’s license, picture ID or Student ID.
. Property owner of record in the Barnstable County Registry of Deeds.
. Active military personnel whose home of record is Truro.
. Non-resident employee of the Town of Truro (limited to one sticker per employee on a vehicle registered in the name of the employee).
. The owner of record of property held in trust, owned by an LLC or other legal entity. (Detailed information available through Beach Office.)
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ELIGIBILITY FOR NON-RESIDENT BEACH STICKERS

The applicant must:
e  Stay in the town of Truro

e  Stay at a rental property whose landlord has complied with the Rental Registration Bylaw. Which states:

“Property owners who rent for 120 days or less must register the property with the town, then provide a completed application for their guests who may take
said application to the Beach office as proof of stay to obtain their sticker.”

e  Complete a Non-Resident and Non-Renter Application if the applicant is a relative or a guest of a Truro resident. The Truro owner at whose property the guest is
staying must sign the completed application. (available online or at Beach Office)

Stickers do not

guarantee a parking space; parking at each beach is available on a first-come, first-served basis for all sticker owners. When a beach parking lot is full, sticker holders are invited to visit another %

beach with parking availability. Vehicles may not sit idle to "wait" for spots to become available. Motor vehicle operators are permitted to drop off beach goers at the entrance of the lot, but the N

operator must remain in the vehicle during the drop off.
